The Weyerhaeuser Economy Cottage panelized system 
of construction provides permanent shelter and instant 
vacation fun at minimum cost. 

Each cottage is a completely enclosed, weather-tight 
structure featuring Weyerhaeuser 4-SQUARE lumber 
and plywood components, engineered for greater 
strength and lasting economy. The basic unit is avail- 
able in either 12' or 20' widths, with lengths in any 4' 
module to fit your living needs. Speed, economy and 
flexibility are achieved by using the 4' x 8' plywood 
panel as the basic building element. 

Pre-built panels are made into walls, doors, gable- 
ends and roofs. Thus, the entire cottage goes up quickly 
and easily, reducing material waste as well as labor costs. 

You'll find a number of suggested floor plans for each 
cabin. Remember, with the Economy Cottage, you can 
enjoy leisure living immediately, expand it to suit your 
family needs, and finish the interior and exterior to 
your own satisfaction. Many have completed their 
cottages as "vacation projects."

Interesting variations 

of Weyerhaeuser economy cottages 




For rolling terrain and high 
beach areas . . . transform your 
Economy Cottage into a split- 
level home by adding a 
foundation and half-basement. 
The exposed beams provide 
support for the terrace-deck 
combination, which can 
cantilever over the water's edge. 
The deck provides overhead 
cover for the carport or boat 
storage area . . . and the Weyer- 
haeuser 4 -SQUARE bevel siding 
affords protection from wind and 
spray. You'll enjoy plenty of 
interior light with the glassed-in 
gable-ends and corner windows. 



An extended roof on this 
T-shaped Economy Cottage 
provides overhead cover for the 
inexpensive carport. Notice how 
the "walk-around" deck, defined 
with a decorative railing, lets you 
enjoy a clean, sunlit rest area 
almost at water's edge. Corner 
windows accented with vertical 
wood siding may be placed to 
take advantage of scenic views 
. . . allow you to watch children 
on the beach or terrace. 
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Here is the ultimate in leisure-time living . . . with 
two Economy Cottages that permit separated living 
and sleeping areas. A connecting screened-in 
breezeway facing the view provides room for 
comfortable indoor relaxation. Resilient 
Weyerhaeuser 4-SQUARE tongue and groove 
decking makes patio living a comfort and 
pleasure. The double flagstone fireplace is ideal for 
outdoor barbecues. Triple-corner windows guarantee 
a view of surrounding points of interest, while the 
high bedroom windows insure privacy. 




Variations need not be elaborate 
to add distinction and function 
to your Economy Cottage. Here, 
an extended roof supported with 
strong, durable Weyerhaeuser 
4-SQUARE framing forms the 
basis for a convenient carport, 
accented with a decorative wood 
fence. Cathedral Arch roof and 
glassed-in gable-ends provide 
a daylight, post-free interior. 
Here is a home perfect for 
retirement, requiring only a 
nominal plot of land. 



A functional area of Weyerhaeuser 
Kiln-Dried tongue and groove 
patio decking extends directly 
to the water's edge to take full 
advantage of this waterfront 
property. 4-Square framing 
enables you to anchor the canvas 
sun and wind screen, and provides 
a decorative element to your 
patio by casting shadow patterns 
upon the deck. On stormy days, 
enjoy the weather and view in 
comfort while seated around the 
free-standing fireplace, placed 
conveniently near the triple- 
corner windows. 



At home in the mountains . . . 

on your favorite lake 
or nestled along the seashore 




Functional, beautiful, economical 
... a new popular design in 
leisure homes, the "Arrowhead" 
is perfect for use as a beach- 
house or mountain ski-lodge. 
Store your boat under the front 
cantilever deck . . . which 
projects out for a view of the 
landscape, acting as an 
observation platform. A-frame 
design means two-story living, 
with the upper level ideal for 
use as a sleeping loft.

Full cross 
ventilation creates an 
atmosphere of cool relaxation on 
hot summer days and nights. 
Back door leads to a compact 
sun-deck . . . and the rear 
activity area is enclosed and 
defined with a distinctive wood 
fence . . . perfect for limiting 
small children's activities.

In front, a screen 
wall increases rear area 
privacy, and affords protection 
against the wind. 





Distinctive Weyerhaeuser Tex- 
ture One-Eleven decorative ply- 
wood paneling adds interest and 
accent to the unique carport . , . 
with the modern roof achieving 
the look of motion so typical 
of Contemporary styling. The 
sweeping shadow lines of the hori- 
zontal wood siding add depth to 
the cottage, and the extended 
siding forms a protective wind- 
screen for the carport. Picture 
windows insure an unobstructed 
view of scenic areas, while the 
glassed-in gable-ends afford 
additional interior daylight.

The panelized system 
of construction 

The Economy Cottage centers around the pan- 
elized system of construction, engineered by 
Weyerhaeuser Company for waste-free building, 
reduced labor costs and a quality, weather-tight 
structure. 

The core of this system is pre-built panels or 
components of lumber and plywood, using the 
standard 4' x 8' plywood panel as the basic build- 
ing unit. Some are smaller . . . none are larger. 
No gluing or elaborate fastenings are required. 
Semi-skilled or skilled labor is all that is necessary 
for panel fabrication or on-site erection.

All floor beams are placed in their approx- Floor panels fit tightly between floor 
imate locations on the foundation. Here, beams. When floor is squared, a continuous 
a pier and girder system of support is used. 2 x 8 is nailed across floor beam ends. 




Corner post is located on top of floor beams. 
Nail in place through extended plywood 
into side of beam, then toenail to top. 



Set bottom plates of corner wall panels on 
floor beams and header, nail through 
plates, extended plywood and overlaps. 



A continuous 2x4 plate is nailed to the 
top of wall panels. Top plate of one panel 
overlaps stud of adjoining panel. 





For post and beam roofs, gable panels are 
located at corner and nailed into top 
plates. Gable extends outside of wall. 



Ridge beam is installed and toenailed to 
top of posts. Next, gable sections are fast- 
ened to beams by nailing through studs. 



Rafters or roof beams are set into place on 
wall and ridge beam, butted and nailed to 
gable-end studs. Next, install eave panels. 




'Standardized roof panels are set into 
place quickly and easily. Purlins space 
beams, are toenailed to them from below. 



The Cathedral Arch roof, optional for 20' 
widths, provides post-free interiors plus 
the natural beauty of exposed wood arches. 



The basic cottage, shown here with Cathe- 
dral Arch roof assembly, can be completed 
with minimum labor and material costs.
